FOREIGN AFFAIRS FOR POLITICAL AFFAIRS), AND SALEH MOHAMMAD 
PATROZ (DEPUTY MINISTER OF PUBLIC WORKS). 

5. (C) COMMENT: ALTHOUGH THE ORGANIZATION'S SPECIFIC 
RESPONSIBILITIES REMAIN VERY VAGUE, IT APPARENTLY WILL 
BE CHARGED WITH DRUMMING UP SUPPORT AMONG THE PEOPLE FOR 
THE REGIME'S OVERALL PRCCRAMS, ESPECIALLY THE FIGHT AS* NT ST 
INSURGENTS. THE BODY APPARENTLY, HOWEVER, IS NOT CHARGED 
WITH DIRECTLY PROSECUTING THE REGIME'S ANTI-INSURGENCY 
EFFORTS, AS THIS RESONSI'EILITY SEEMS TO REMAIN WITH THE 
HIGH COUNCIL FOP THE DEFENSE OF THE HOMELAND. VE ANTICI- 
PATE THAT THERE WILL BE A GPEAT DEAL OF OVERLAP AMONG THE 
HIERARCHIES OF THE STATE, PARTY, AND "DEFENSE OF THE 
REVOLUTION" ORGANIZATIONS, BUT THE REGIME APPARENTLY FELT 
COMPELLED TO SET UP YET A MOTHER ?ODY WITH THE SPECIFIC
